means for authorizing transmission of said manuscript to at least one of 
associate editors of said manuscrif t, potential reviewers of said manuscript, and 
reviewers of said manuscript. 

19. A computer implemented system according to claim 18 wherein said 
authorization comprises storing, in association with said unique identification 
assigned to said manuscript, at lepst one of an identification of an associate 
editor, a potential reviewer, and a reviewer. 



20. A computer program prodpt for implementing a manuscript review 
process on a computer, said program comprising the steps of: 
'receiving manuscript data definir g a manuscript comprising at least one of text 
data, audio data, and video data • 
assigning a unique identification to said manuscript data; 
prompting a potential reviewer fc r agreement to review said manuscript; and 
storing agreement data received from said potential reviewer, said agreement 
data including one of agreemenf to review and disagreement to review said 
manuscript. 
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
